Veterans day is a federal holiday that falls on November 11th every year. 
The holiday itself had its roots at the end of World War 1 when combat 
operations ended at 11:11 on November 11th, 1918. The United States 
adopted the holiday originally under President Wilson as Armistice Day. 
The day was a celebration of veterans who served during World War 1. 

It wasn’t until the end of World War 2 that President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
changed the name of the holiday to Veterans Day under the Veterans Day 
Proclamation. The Uniform Holiday Bill of 1968 would have Veterans Day, 
among other American holidays, be celebrated on Mondays, giving citizens 
three day weekends with hopes that it would motivate them. Veterans day 
under the bill would be celebrated on October 25th but changed under 
President Gerald Ford to coincide with the original date of November 11th 
in which it Is still celebrated today.

Month, commonly called American Indian and Alaska 
Native Heritage Month. This is a time that recognizes 
the sacrifices, contributions, and accomplishments as 
well as celebrates the rich culture of the people who 
were the original inhabitants of the United States. 
National American Heritage Month originated in 1986 
when President Ronald Reagan proclaimed the week 
of November 23-30 as "American Indian Week". This 
continued until 1990 when President George H.W Bush 
proclaimed November as National American Indian 
Heritage Month. 


American Indian and Alaska Native Heritage Month is 
also an opportune time to educate the general public 
about tribes, to raise general awareness about the 
unique challenges Native people have faced both 
historically and in the present, and the ways in which 
tribal citizens have worked to conquer these 
challenges.

Get to know Dr. Stewart, 
MM LIS Director

Earlier this past October, Christopher 
Stewart, was appointed as Director of the 
use Master of Management in Library and 
Information Science (MMLIS) program. Dr. 
Stewart had been the previous Interim 
Director of the MMLIS program and is an 
Associate Professor of Clinical Management 
and Organization in the Marshall School of 
Business. We were lucky enough to have Dr. 
Stewart answer a few questions that we 
hope will allow you, the students of the 
MMLIS program, to get to know him a bit 
better. 


What is your vision and what are your goals 
for the program? 

"Glad you asked! We are in continual 
conversations with stakeholders about strategic 
directions for the program, and we are very 
excited about the future. We would like to grow 
enrollment modestly while adding new faculty. 
Recruiting new faculty from a diverse, national 
pool of applicants is one of my highest priorities. 
We are continuing our work on expanding and 
enhancing our curriculum and implementing 
methods for reviewing our courses in a 
systematic, program-centered way. Part of this 
effort includes deepening our commitment to 
diversity, equity, and inclusion to ensure diverse 
voices and perspectives across our curriculum 
and programming. We also plan on enhancing 
co-curricular services for students, including but 
not limited to internship opportunities, added 
resume and interview workshops, building 
student community, and a re-envisioned 
mentoring program. Finally, as the number of 
graduates grows across the information 
professions, we are looking at new ways such as 
virtual as well as face-to-face events to connect 
alums with current students as well as those 
who have recently completed the program." 


WHAT ADVICE DO YOU HAVE FOR FINDING A JOB, ESPECIALLY DURING THIS 
COVID-19 PANDEMIC? 

"Being in the MMLIS program is an opportunity to learn as much as you can about the job market 
before to enter it. As you do, you can further explore specific areas of the field in your courses as 
paper and project topics, independent study, and self-guided work. MMLIS faculty are happy to help 
you. Another learning activity that I highly recommend is that you become familiar with career 
resources such as job posting sites. Study job descriptions from sites such as ALA and CLA carefully 
to ensure that you are familiar with the types of skills and experience employers are looking for in 
today’s market. So much of what you are learning in the program can be leveraged in this regard, as 
can your past education and work experience. Take advantage of student memberships in 
professional associations. These are a great way to start building career networks. Be flexible about 
relocating if possible." PACE 8
